Meteorites of indicated great age are 
conspicuous by their absence from m u­ 
seum collections, and it is suggested 
th a t such specimens may disintegrate 
and disappear from the rocks within 
a relatively short tim e after failing.

is said that Blair had 
been 
known to mistreat his wife at times 
but he never threatened to murder 
her in so far as is known. 
Ile had recently been in tho em­ 
ploy of the Furst-Kerber Company 
as a laborer in their quarry but did 
not work Wednesday afternoon, hav­ 
ing laved off at noon. 
As soon as the tragedy was dis­ 
covered this morning Sheriff A. J. 
.ce and Coroner EL E. Mitchell were 
called to the burned borne. 
After 
viewing the charred remains of the 
mother and infant son Dr. Mitchell 
rendered a verdict in keeping with 
the evidence above set out. 
A search of the country for miles 
around during the day by the ofti

The time has now come for the King 
to take account of his ministry.

It was at this 
crisis when Christ turned ‘from 
tile 
nation which had rejected him, that 
Peter made this great confession. It 
was made in the borders of C'aesarea- 
Phillppl, practically Gentile territory. 
I. Peter's Confession (vv. 13-16). 
Two questions of Christ provoked 
this confession: 
1. The question as to the opinion of 
the people concerning him. 
They recognized him as a teacher or 
a prophet of more than human author­ 
ity and power. 
Today, as then, there 
Is a diversity of opinion among the 
people as to Jesus Christ. Some think 
he is only a m an; others, that he is a 
grojit teacher, but nothing more. 
Had 
he bein content with this be would 
not have been molested In Jerusalem, 
for the Jews willingly acknowledged 
him a s more than a human teacher. 
It was hi- persistent claim to be the 
Cod man, the Son of God, that sent 
him to the cross. 
2. The second question Involved the 
personal opinion of the disciples con­ 
cerning him. 
To he able to tell what 
others think of Jesus Is not enough; 
there must be definite, correct, aud 
persona! belief in him. 
II. The New Body, the Church, An- 
nounced (vv. 17-20). 
Peter had m ade a nohle confession 


of Christ, so now Christ confesses bim 
If we confess Christ be will confess us 
(Matt. 10:32, 33). 
(’brist declared his 
intention of bringing into existence a 
new body to the members of which he 
will give eternal life. and to whose 
hands he will entrust tile keys of the 
Kingdom. 
Peter was to have a dis­ 
tinguished place In this body. 
Tim 
keys entrusted lo him were used on 
the day of Pentecost, and again in the 
case of Corm liu^. 
Association in thi< 
new body cannot be broken by death, 
for the gates of hades shall not prevail 
against it. 'Fids body, the church is of 
a heavenly origin, a heavenly calling. 
and a heavenly Inheritance. 
III. The 
Cross 
the 
Way 
to 
the 
Throne (vv. 21-33). 
Tids w as, no doubt, startling to tile 
disciples. 
They did not realize flint re­ 
demption 
was 
to 
be 
accomplished 
through the passion of the cross. 
So 
unwelcome 
was 
this 
announcement 
that Peter cried. “This shall not be 
unto thee.” 
Peter later saw through 
this darkness to tile glory on the hill­ 
top beyond. 
A new hope then filled 
his breast (I Peter I :3. 4). 
Victory 
through death is yet 
the stumbling 
block of many. 
Many are stumbling 
over the doctrine of salvation and re­ 
demption through the suffering of the 
cross. 
All such are under tile control 
of the devil (v. 23). 
Salvation 
by 
blood, tile devil hates. 
IV. The Cost of Discipleship (vv. 24- 
27). 
To follow Christ means suffering. To 
follow’ him is to turn one’s back upon 
the world. 
Life can only be saved by 
losing it. If we are going to be Chris­ 
tians we must share Christ’s suffering.
